Flier Bags 3 Japs 
In Ninety Seconds 


Remarkable Feat of Pilot 
Reported by Navy. 


WASHINGTON,—Three Japanese 
Zeros were shot down in a minute 
and a half by First Lieut, John J, 
Morgan, marine pilot, during an en 
“agement in which other marine fli- 
ers destroyed an additional enemy 
plane, the navy reported, 

Morgan, of Arlington, Texas, 
bagged the first Zero when he caught 
it running in to attack another ma- 
rine plane. 

“T gave it a burst and it explod- 
ed,’ he reported, ‘We got back 
into formation and almost instantly 
another Zero climbed up in front of 
me, making a head-on pass, appar- 
ently trying to ram me, ; 

"T fired into his engine and pulled 
sharply off to the left. He exploded 
just off my right side. We were 
still in our dive when an Avenger 
overhead of me called and said a 
Zero was on his tail. I overtook the 
Jap from behind, gave him a burst, 
and he began to burn, He pulled 
up into a loop, stalled, and fell off 
into the water. I saw him crash, I 
got all three of these Zeros in about 
a minute and a half,’ 

Two other pilots of marine fight- 
ing ships, flying escort with bombers 
attacking Japanese surface units in 
the northern Solomons on July 17, 
also accounted for three Japanese 
planes each, They were First Lieut. 
Edward O. Shaw, Spokane, Wash., 
and Second Lieut, Gordon V, Hodde, 
San Diego, Calif. 

Hodde was wounded after polish- 
ing off his third Zero, and flew back 
to his base while holding the stick 
between his knees and using his 
hands to halt the flow of blood from 
a severed artery,

marine women’s band in history. It 
will be composed of 43 women musi- 
cians and be stationed at Camp Le- 
jeune, New River, N. C. 

The navy pointed out that the step 
will release for field duty male mu- 
sicians now in the band, 

The announcement said procure- 
ment headquarters throughout the 
country have been instructed to en- 
list women musicians under the 
classification of general duty.

No. 1 Vitamin Container 
LONDON. — Because the British 
food ministry hes discovered that 
chocolate is the best available ‘‘vita- 
min container,” British civilians will 
be getting fewer chocolates and 
more other sweets beginning in 
about eight weeks, it was an- 
nounced recently. The explanation 
is that large supplies of chocolate 
will be diverted as a vehicle for vita- 
mins A, B, C, and D for European 
children between 7 and 14 years old 
when the continent is reoccupied by 
the Allies, 


New Giant Dirigibles 
Planned for After War 


AKRON, OHIO, — The Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber company will re- 
sume peacetime manufacture of 
dirigibles and already is working on 
designs for airships of 10 million 
cubic feet—larger than any previ- 
ously built, Paul W. Litchfield, chair- 
man of the board, reported. 

The new dirigible, Litchfield told 
an audience of aviation writers, will 
play a vital role in transportation 
of passengers and freight in over- 
seas commerce. 


Nazis’ Own Mines Used 


By Italians to Trap ’Em 
NEW YORK.—Calling upon Ital- 
ians to intensify sabotage, the Unit- 
ed Nations radio in North Africa re- 
ported that some patriots had dug 
up enemy mines and buried them 
again behind the Germans, killing 
enemy troops when they retreated. 
In the renewed plea for sabotage, 
the broadcast declared that ‘every 
truck of supplies that fails to reach 
the Germans is another nail in the 
coffin of the Nazi-Fascist oppres- 
sion.”

CHRIST’S NEW C oMM ANDMENT 


LESSON TEXT—Mark 12:28-34; John 
K 35; 16:10-14, 

“GOL DEN TEXT—A new command: 
ment I give unto you, That ye love one 
another; as I have loved you, that ye 
also love one another,—John 13:34, 


The “new commandment” of love 
which Christ gave was not new in 
the sense of then first being known, 
but new in its application (John 
13:34), Only since Christ had come 
did men know how to love in truth, 

This commandment of love was 
also first in time, being given be- 
fore the Ten Commandments (see 
Lev. 19:18). Then, too, it declared 
the fundamental of all spiritual life, 
the first thing man needed to know, 
that God is love, 

It also must take first place in 
man’s thinking, for even as the Dec- 
alogue (Ten Commandments) is the 
heart of all moral law, so love for 
God and our fellow man is that 
which makes the Decalogue effec- 
tive in our lives. Love and obedi- 
ence go together (John 15:10), 

Our lesson teaches us four things— 

I. Love God (Mark 12:28-30). 


Because ‘God is love’ (I John 
4:8) He desires man's perfect love 
toward Him, Because the essence 
of His being is love, He loves us, 
and enables us to love Him. 


There is more here than a com- 
mandment or the performing of a 
duty. There is the recognition of a 
controlling principle of all life. In a 
day of multiplication of powerful 
machines and organizations, when 
man is ‘‘power conscious” in an un- 
usual way, it is well to recall that 
the greatest power in all the world 
is the power of love. 


Then let us not forget that all 
true love should rest upon fellow- 
ship with God. It has no real foun- 
dation if it does not. 


Il. Love Your Neighbor (Mark 
12:31-34), 


Everything about our relationship 
to Christ and to God expresses it- 
self in our living. No spiritual truth 
is simply to be admired,.or kept on 
a shelf as a cherished possession, It 
is to be put to work in the affairs 
of life. 

Love for God means love for our 
neighbor. If we do not love our 
neighbor (and that means our fellow 
man—Luke 10:25-42) how then does 
the love of God abide in our hearts? 

It is worthy of note that the rec- 
ognition and appreciation of this 
truth on the part of the scribe 
brought him near to the kingdom of 
God, but not into it. He was ‘not 
far from,”’ but he was not in it. It 
is terrifying to think how close men 
may come to entering without doing 
so. Reader, have you entered into 
eternal life through Jesus Christ? 


Ill. Love Your Brethren (John 
13:34, 35), 


Here we come within the circle of 
believers and see that the distinc- 
tive thing about their fellowship 
should be love for one another, 


The old commandment of love be- 
comes a new one because Christ 
shows that the measure of that love 
is to be His great love for us. How 
did Christ love us? With a perfect, 
unselfish and thoughtful devotion, 
which so deeply desired the very 
most and best for us that He was 
willing to lay down His holy life 
as our Saviour from sin. 


The thing which marked the early 
church with glorious distinction was 
that in a world that hated, they 
loved one another, and in a world 
that killed and destroyed, they were 
even willing to die for their breth- 
ren, ‘Tertullian of Carthage (Tu- 
nis) said, in the second century, that 
the enemies of Christianity said of 
the Christians, ‘‘See how they love 
one another.” 

IV. Love is Obedient, Joyful and 
Sacrificial (John 15:10-14). 


Love is not an impulsive, erratic 
movement of man’s nature which 
tries to make up for neglect and un- 
kindness by occasional displays of 
generosity and thoughtfulness. No 
indeed. Love walks the straight and 
steady way of obedience to God's 
commandments, 

Keeping God's law is not accom- 
plished by reading it, or talking 
about it, or even learning it by 
heart, but by definitely practicing 
its precepts. 

This brings joy into our lives— 
the real and perfect joy of Christ. 
How little we appreciate what this 
means. Our fellowship with the Lord 
calls for obedience and sacrifice, 
but that is not a burdensome, dull, 
distressing experience. It is a joy- 
ful one. Who counts it a trial to do 
that which pleases a loved one? Do 
we really love God? Then we will 
rejoice in our response to His will, 
yes, in any possible act of devotion. 

Love draws no limiting line be- 
yond which it will not go. Love 
says: “I count not my life dear, if 
in giving it I may bring deliverance 
to my friends.” 

We shall not question His guid- 
ance nor blush to own His name, 
even though the testimony may 
mean our death.

Battle Stress 
Great in War 


Doctors Told That Mental 
Crack-Ups Need High 
Morale as Remedy. 


PHILADELPHIA, — The mental 
breakdowns of American soldiers, 
largest and costliest item of our 
present losses, are not the same as 
in the World war, and require a 
high home morale as one antidote, 

This report was made to the Asso- 
ciation of Military Surgeons of the 
United States here by Dr, Edward 
A. Strecker, consultant in psychia- 
try to the secretary of war, the navy 
and the army air forces. 

In the World war the common 
mental crack-ups were due to the 
hysterias. These brought on blind- 
ness in perfectly good eyes, paral- 
ysis in perfectly good legs, They 
were due to shock and fear in battle, 
They were not deliberate, Dr. Streck- 
er explained, but due to the person- 
ality trying camouflage to protect 
itself. A man with paralyzed legs, 
for example, couldn't march or fight. 

In the present war the men are 
under great strain for long periods, 
for they are fighting with compli- 
cated machinery that both protects 
them and takes more out of them 
to operate. The long-continued wor- 
ry breaks their minds, and in the 
end more men may give way than 
in the relatively brief battle situa- 
tions. 

Morale Best Remedy. 


In fact, said Dr. Strecker, if rug- 
ged men who would not have been 
expected to crack in previous wars, 
break in this one now and then, the 
reason seems to be that human en- 
durance is reaching its limit, and 
there is a limit for even a normal 
person, 


“Increasingly deeper layers of the 
protective veneer are being stripped 
from the human psyche,”’ he ex- 
plained, ‘‘and greater depths of hor- 
ror are being uncovered.” 

To meet the strain of long-contin- 
ued anxiety, Dr, Strecker said, high 
morale, both at home and in the 
troops, is altogether the best pre- 
ventive and remedy. 


The unusual physical strain on 
men who bomb Berlin was described 
by Maj. Gen. David N. W. Grant, 
air surgeon. 

General Grant is in charge of the 
health of all the army, air forces. 
His 10,000 medical officers have the 
job of keeping the fliers from break- 
ing down under the strain as well as 
the health of all aviation ground 
forces. 

Watching a Flying Fortress pass 
overhead, General Grant said, 
makes the business of flying bombs 
to Berlin appear quite simple. 


‘And Fear of Death.’ 


“One look into the pilot's cabin of 
a B-17 will convince you that its 
flight is actually an engineering op- 
eration demanding manual and men- 
tal skills which put the driving of 
an automobile in the kiddy-car class. 

‘The compartment is lined—front, 
sides, ceiling and part of the floor— 
with controls, switches, levers, dials 
and gauges. I once counted around 
130. 


“Then get into a flying suit, 
gloves, and shoes all heated by elec- 
tricity, put on a helmet with ear- 
phones, cover your eyes with gog- 
gles and the rest of your face with 
an oxygen mask containing a micro- 
phone, strap on your parachute, and 
it might be well to add about 16 
pounds of body armor. 


“That will give you an idea of the 
normal conditions under which these 
men work out the higher mathe- 
matical relationships of engine revo- 
lutions, manifold and fuel pressure, 
aerodynamics, barometric pressure, 
altitude, wind drift, air speed, 
ground speed, position and direction. 

“And asthe final touch to this 
bizarre picture of intense concen- 
tration, add the fear of death,”
